2. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 64, line 8, delete "while," and in its place, insert -after--. In line 9, delete 
"extends," and in its place, insert -is extended--. 

In claim 66, line 6, after "vessel,' insert -while a cutting tool remains in the 
opening--. 

In claim 67, line 3, delete "a," and in its place, insert -the-. 

In claim 70, line 1, delete "69," and in its place, insert -67-. 

In claim 123, line 5, delete "while," and in its place, insert -after-. Also in line 5, 
delete "extends," and in its place, insert -is extended-. In line 6, delete "not occluded," 
and in its place, insert -maintained-. 

In claim 127, line 8, delete "not." Also in line 8, delete "prior to," and in it places 
insert -after-. 

In claim 128, line 7, between "member" and the semicolon, insert -after passing 
the tubular member through the first vessel wall location-. 
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Cancel claim 69. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: With respect to claims 64 and 123-141 , none of the prior art of record, alone or 
in combination, discloses a method for performing anastomosis while maintaining blood 
flow, the method including, inter alia, positioning a piercing end of a cannula so that it 
passes through a vessel wall at a first location and a segment of the cannula is within 
the interior of the vessel while blood flow is maintained or passing a first end of a tubular 
member from the interior of the vessel through the vessel wall at a first vessel wall 
location, and attaching a graft to the vessel adjacent to the cannula after the piercing 
end of the cannula is extended through the vessel wall or attaching a graft to an exterior 
of the vessel wall adjacent to the first end of the tubular member after passing the 
tubular member through the first vessel wall location. With respect to claims 66-68 and 
70-81 , none of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses, a method from 
performing an anastomosis on a vessel wall, where the method includes, inter alia, 
inserting an occluding member into an opening cut into a vessel, and anastomosing a 
graft to the vessel at the opening, where the occluding member includes fasteners with 
attached needles attached to the occluding member, where the method further includes 
grasping the needles and pulling them entirely through the vessel wall; and where a 
cutting tool includes an adapter that retains needles, where the method includes 
inserting the cutting tool and adapter into the vessel and pulling back the adapter and 
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cutting tool in order to pierce the vessel wall with the needles, and pulling the needles 
all the way through the vessel.
